-“Saviours” 

TAREE weeks and s half ago Hoover “saved” Germany! Only now, 

however, the servile “thanks” given by the Bruening Government to 
Hoover for this “salvation,” has turned sour. 
..- Then with Reichsbank President Luther on his knees at the Basle 
*Bank of International Settlements,” Germany was going to be “saved” 
over again by the BIS. allowing Germany to keep for a while longer 
the $100,000,000 it recently borrowed. This “salvation” was followed 
by the collapse of the Donat Bank and the outbreak of panic. 

On Tuesday, the N. Y. World-Telegram, managed to squeeze in a 
hopeful headline: “Bankers Begin Hoover plan” over a story from Basle 
that. began by saying—“The Hoover Plan was made effective tday, when 
the council of the Bank of International Settlements agreed on a method 
by which Germany's unconditional Young Plan annuity may be made 
to the bank in monthly installments. Germany will pay 41,666,666 Marks 
tomorrow, etc. 

Bove “tomorrow” came. But there came also from Basle, a dispatch 
sa : 

“Officials of the Bank of International Settlements said this after- 
noon that so far Germany had paid nothing of the amount due from her 
today. Directors of the bank appeared disconcerted by the failure to 
receive payments. The bank had decided that Germany must pay the 
41,000,000 Marks. . . . France had instructed her bank to collect her part 
of the payments ard reloan it to Germany... .” 

This paying and reloaning is some of that “simple international 
bookkeeping” which Hoover said, after France first knocked his “plan” 


‘on the head, would be the “final step” in “saving” Germany. 


But when Wednesday the 15th came, Germany did not pay until 
after nightfall, and only after a tremendous lot of international tele- 
phoning, during which the bankers were putting the boots to (dermany. 
The bankers at Basle were “disconcerted.” And Wednesday’s dispatch 
continued thus: | 

“Confusion prevailed regarding the German payments and two view- 
points existed. .The first was the Anglo-German interpretation that 
the Hoover plan means suspension of all payments today. The second, 
held by the French, possibly supported by Italy, was that Germany must 
pay and the money would be immediately reloaned to her.” 

The “unconditional” payment was finally blackjacked out of Germany 
at the eleventh hour, and this—so it is said—‘“settled the question” as to 
the continuity of the Young Plan as desired by France. But it also 
started a new argument as to whether the whole Young Plan should be 
scrapped, the Hoover Plan having failed to stop “all” payments, as it 
supposed to. 

Thus, after all, the famous “Hoover Plan” not only has all capitalist 
diplomats and bankers quarreling over what the hell it means, but the 
further if has gone the deeper and more catastrophic the crisis it was 
supposed to “solve.” And from this new muddie;-we are asked to believe 
that the London conference ° to’ be ‘followed ‘by a joint pow- 
wow of these “experts” with the diplomats, will “really” solve something. 

Workers should think how nmtuch trust they should have in “bankers,” 
“experts” and “diplomats”—in the leaders of the whole world capitalist 
class, which, having brought about this ungodly confusion and disaster, 
expect the masses of Germany to be “peaceful and orderly” and 
wait for ¢ insane thieves and parasites to figure out something new 
in the line of robbery and deceit! 

Not. the bankers, but the German masses will settle this crisis. The 
German masses, with the example before their eyes of victorious socialist 
construction, no unemployment, rising wages, the seven-hour day and 
bread and fréedom—in the Soviet Union, are preparing, under leadership 
of the powerful Communist Party of Germany to settle accounts once for

‘First of Its Kind In 
Steubenville 


BRIDGEPORT. Ohio, July 21— 
Fifteen hundred striking miners, 
their wives and children marched 
on Steubenville this morning to 
Courthouse Square. Joined by 5,000 
Steubenville workers, a meeting was 
held and a committee elected who 
County Commissioners, all in face 
of the ultimatium of Mayor Con- 
ley that the march and meeting 
would be broken up by all forces at 
the disposal of the city and county. 

This first meeting is the first of 
its kind in the history of Steuben- 
ville, a stronghold of the Wheeling 
Steel Corporation, where not even 
during the steel strike was it possible 
to hold a mass meeting. 

The hunger marchers paraded 
through the steel workers section in 
an impressive demonstration with 
workers on foot from 5 a. m., Many 
munching dry bread as they walked. 

The County Commissioners reiter- 
ated their proposal to the hungry 
workers to send their children to the 
poorhouse and referred them back 
to the State government. One com- 
missioner asked permission to speak 
at the meeting. This he was re- 
fused. He was told by Bill Calvert, 
chairman of the committte. “This 
‘is not our policy. If you want to 
make a speech, organize a meeting 
yourself.” 

The speakers were Sivert. Bohus, 
Calvert, Carr of the National Miners 
Union and Triva of the Trade Union 
Unity League, Truhar of the Wo- 
men’s Auxilary, Jones, 2a Negro 
woman, and Harvey for the Com- 
munist Party. 

The demands for immediate re- 
lief of $10 weekly for five depend- 
ents, uneniployment insurance, de- 
fense of the Soviet Unon, release of 
all class war prisoners, Mooney and 
Billings and others, protest against 
the massacre of Alabama Negro share 
croppers, against the legal lynching 
of the Scottsboro boys were unai- 
mously adopted at the meeting.

STEUBENVILLE, Ohio, July 21.— 
Steubenville authorities are prepar- 
ing an armed attack on the hunger 
march of unemployed, and striking 
miners in Jefferson county. The 
march is to arrive at 10 a. m. today 
from Adena, Piney Fork, Dillonvale, 
Bradley, Smithfield. Yourkville, Til- 
tonville, Rayland, Brilliant and/ 
Mingo Junction. It centers on 
Steubenville where it is planned to 
hold a meeting from the courthouse 
steps. 

Mayor Conley of Steubenville to- 
day interviewed the Hunger March 
Committee, regarding a permit for 
the march, and not only refused the 
permit, but declared war on the 
hunger marchers. He stated: “No 
God damned marches or meetings 
will be held in this town. I run this 
town, and no constitutional rights 
go. If you march in here tomorrow 
morning, we are prepared, and we 
will give you all we've got.” 

The committee informed him that 
the march would be held according 
to schedule.

BRIDGEPORT, Ohio, July 20.—At 
Tiltonvale this morning, deputies at- 
tacked and tear gassed the picket 
line of 200.

Banks Own Land: Foreclosures Force Families

Cut Off School Busses; Children Must Walk 


to School 


(By a Worker Correspondent) 


SEATTLE, Wash.—Here are a few 
facts from the agricultural areas of 
Washington that if read with under- 
standing by farmers in the state will 
a ee oe 


Over in the Yakima Valley of this 
state, there is what is known as the 
“richest agricultural area in Wash- 
ington, watered by the government's 
| vast reclamation, irrigation projects” 
(Valley chamber of commerce’s usual 
line). There is in the heart of this 
area a project known as the Tieton 
project. This is one of the oldest in 
the state and one of the first that 
the government ever undertook. 

, During the last session of congress. 
@ petition was drawn up by some of 
the Tieton farmers. This petition 
cited the following: 

This area (Tieton) contains some 
32,000 acres and over 1,300 families. 

Land is admirably adapted for the 
production of some of the finest 
fruits. This land must be opened by 
the raising of alfalfa, clover, etc. This 
takes time and money. This is neces- 
sary to open the land for orchard 
pursuit. Present return on common 
farm products is about $25 an acre. 
Of this $3 goes for water, $5 for taxes 
and $5 additional for construction 
charges (on the building of the irri- 
gation ditches, dams, etc.). A total 
of $13. 

Families Leave Land 


A careful survey was made of 100 
families. Of these one-fourth were 
leaving the land “under pressure” 
(presumably bank foreclosures, etc.). 

That the average income on which 
a family must be raised and the gen- 
eral expenses of the farm be paid 
comes to about $500 which is not suf- 
ficient. The petition asked for a two- 
thirds reduction in the construction 
charges for ten years. It pointed out 
that the future prosperity of the or- 
chard land was assured (Not seeing 


Yithat this was the reason for the 


“pressure” of the banks who want to 
own the land when it is in such con- 
dition): that most of them were 
Americans (they found out this 


meant nothing) and were. trying to 
give their children a “good schooling 
to prepare them for citizenship.” The 
senator from the state (Jones. pre- 
sented a bill leaving it to the “dis- 
cretion of the secretary of agricul- 
ture” t ogrant this moratorium. Then 
the secretary's discretion was not to 
grant it and more families have left 
the land, also under “pressure.” 
Banks Own Iand 

In Yakima there is only one bank 
not making depositors give a 60 or 
90 day notice on withdrawal of funds. 
In another part of fhe valley, a farm- 
er cannot borrow over $200 from the 
local bank without getting an OK 
from the center bank at Spokane. 
This is because the Federal Land 
Bank and the private banks really 
own the land already. 

In one town in the valley they held 
an election to vote one mill increase 
on schoo] tax. This was defeated and 
the school board retrenched. They 
cut off the school busses and farm- 
ers’ children will have to walk as 
much as 20 miles next winter in 
order to get a “free American edu- 
cation.” 

These few facts come to light in 
the “richest area in Washington” and 
make one wonder what the condition 
of poor farmers are really like in 
the rest of the state. The farmers of 
the valley will find that by organizing 
into organization that they run them- 


‘selves and fight in as a whole, that 


they will be able to get this govern- 
ment to grant them a full morator- 
ium on taxes and a full release on 
construction payments which they 
have made several times over if they 
could find the real figures for this 
work. 

The United Farmers League, Box 
94, Superior, Wis., is such an organ- 
ization. Farm women will find that 
by fighting and only by fighting will 
they be able to get back the school 
busses which are vital parts of what 
little education their children get. 
Organization and use of it is the 
only weapon that can whip the banks

Many small factories have been 
‘Closed down in the last week in 
Council Bluffs. For instarice, Grif- 
fin Wheel Works shut down, laying 
off 75 workers. A. L. Root & Co., a 
honey factory, has laid off over two 
thirds of their workers Wednesday 
and in a few days expect to shut 
down the factory completely. The 
workers that are still working, are 
working from 5 to 7 hours a day 
with wage cuts corresponding with 
the reduction of hours. The eight 
railroads that concentrate in this 
region. and make this a railroad 
town have been laying off workers 
Pevery week, speeding the ones on 
the job and in some cases cutting 
their wages through inidividua] wage 
cuts and cutting wages on a de- 
partment scale. 

When the workers of Council 
Bluffs demonstrate on August First 
against the attack on the Soviet 
Union, they will at the same time 
demonstrate against these wage cuts 
and lay-offs and against the speed- 
up that the bosses are pushing main- 
tain: their profits. 


DOAK BOASTS OF 
TERROR SCHEME 


I. L. D. Appeals 


ALEXANDRIA, Va. — Speaking be- 
fore the local business men in the 
Kiwanis Club here, Secretary of La- 
bor Doak told of his plan for a con- 
tinued drive against militant work- 
ers, especially those who dare strike 
against bad conditions. Doak boasted 
that he would deport 20,000 foreign- 
born workers during 1931. 

‘Especially vicious was Doak's at- 
tack upon such organizations of de- 
fense as the Internationa! Labor De- 
fense which fights the deportation 
of workers and demand voluntary 
leave in case of deportation. 

“The Department of Labor try- 
ing to do its work under the law”, 
Doak said in referring to his savage 
drive against foreign-born workers 
and his murderous intention of send- 
ing workers to death to fascist cotin- 
tries by refusing them voluntary 
leave. 

The deportation of Eduardo Macha- 
do, militant fighter against Ameri- 
can imperialism, to Venezuela was 
automatically stayed yesterday (Fri- 
day) when the writ of habeas corpus, 
filed by Isaac Shorr, attorney for the 
New oYrk District of the Interna- 
tional Labor Defense, was signed by 
a judge in the U. S. District Court.

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Allentown Lines Up for the Fight 


Against the U. T. W. Misleaders 


By I. AMTER. ) 

LLENTOWN,. Pa.—For 12 weeks, the Allen- 

town silk workers have been on strike. Fight- 
ing militantly on the picket line, these workers, 
in the main Pennsylvania Dutch and Italian- 
American workers, and mostly young workers, 
18 to 24 years of age, have been conducting a 
splendid fight. There has been no strike of any 
dimension in Allentown in 59 years, and the 
spirit of organization and militancy show clearly 
that the workers can and will fight. . 

Not knowing of any other organization but the 
United Textile Workers, the Allentown workers 
wired four times to New York, and at last an 
organizer was sent down and they joined the 
U.T.W. For a period there was militant picket- 
ing, but the interested 3k A. F. of L.—organ- 
izers are not interested if picketing, for that 
means conflict, and the A. F. of L. leaders, work- 
ing hand in hand with the bosses, want the 
strikes to peter out and the spirit of the work- 
ers to be crushed. Have Green and Woll, to- 
gether with Norman Thomas, not said that this 
is not the time for strikes? Did Green not prom- 
ise Hoover that there would be no strikes? 
Therefore, the policy of the leaders of the A. F. 
of L. is to prevent strikes and to SELL THEM 
OUT when they take place. 

This selling-out does not always take place 
openly. Sometimes, as in Philadelphia in the up-- 
holstery workers, the workers are forced by the 
A. F. of L. leaders (Muste gang) to go back to 
work at a 14 per cent wage reduction, with the 
threat of revocation of their charter if they do 
not return to work. The charter was then re- 
voked. At other times, the organizers make a 
“settlement” and then leave town after selling 
out the workers, in the case of the Danville 
textile workers. [his was the action of Gorman, 
the organizersygf the U.T.W. Or as in Marion, 
N. C., and bethton, Tenn., where. the U.T.W. 
with Muste organizers, sold out the workers 
three times. 

In Allentown, the organizer of the U.T.W., 
McDonald, is a 74-year-old man, well trained in 
A. F. of L. methods. Although he has not di- 
rectly opposed the workers, he has done every- 
thing to make their strike activities impossible. 
He agreed with the police to put only 10 men on 
the picket line. This means that scabs can enter 
the mills without trouble. But the workers found 
their own methods of stopping scabs, and the 
number working in the mills is small. 

The Allentown workers know that Allentown 
work is being done in Paterson. That i 5, 
Paterson workers, without knowing it, have »2een 
doing work for Allentown bosses. Twice Allen- 
town workers went to Paterson to see what could 
be done about it. But nothing could be accom- 
plished. On Saturday, July 11, forty-five Allen- 
town workers went to Paterson to attend the 
mess meeting and bring the greetings of soli- 
darity to the Paterson workers who were or- 
ganizing for strike. Their spokesman, Marsh, 
made a militant speech, pointing out the miser- 
able conditions under which the Allentown 
workers work, 


At this meeting he emphasized that the Allen- 
town workers, the rank and file, intended to put 
forth THEIR OWN demands—8 hour day, 5 day 
week, 25 per cent increase in wages. This showed 
clearly that the Allentown workers were not sat- 
isfied with their leadership and intended to fight 
for their own demands. At the conference held 
in Paterson on Sunday, July 12, where the Al- 
lentown and the Pawtucket, R. I, workers were 
enthusiastically greeted, it was decided that a 
delegation of Paterson workers should go to Al- 
lentown in order to propose a UNITED STRUG- 
GLE of the Paterson and Allentown workers 
against the miserable conditions and low wages, 
together with Central Falls, and Pawtucket. 

The delegation went to Allentown, and when 
they appeared at the meeting of thé Shop 
Chairmen, who constitute the Strike Committee, 
Mr. McDonald, the 74-year-old fossil of the 
UTW, tried to prevent the Paterson rank and 
file committee, representing the United Front 
General Strike Committee, from speaking. The 
shop chairmen would not listen to this refusal 
and the speaker presented the proposals of the 
Paterson workers. Outside the hall, stood hun- 
dreds of workers, who could hear through the 
open windows. When McDonald attacked the 
Paterson delegation as Reds and Communists, 
eries were raised by the workers outside of 
“Throw him out.” This was a signal and Moser, 
representative of the Central Trades and Labor 


Council, left the meeting. 
After this meeting, the workers outside the hall 
wanted a report of the meeting and went to an- 


other hall. While the meeting was. Rev. 
Weber, a minister, a socialist, entered the\ hall, 
and asked for the floor. This was ted, 
whereupon he proceeded in the same r as 


his colleague, McDonald. 


The rank and file of Allentown elected a big 
delegation of 175 to go to Paterson to attend the 
strike meeting. on Friday, July 17. There they 
were enthusiastically received and called upon 
the Paterson silk and dye workers not only to go 
on strike, but to forget thé past, when Allen- 
town continued at work when Paterson was on 
strike. The Paterson workers recognize in these 
young Allentown workers the splendid American 
fighters that they are, and the meeting unani- 
mously voted GENERAL STRIKE during the 
coming week. 


At the National Silk Conference held in 
Paterson on Sunday, July 19, a national struggle 
outlined. Paterson, Allentown, Pawtucket, Cen- 
tral Falls and Putnam were represented. There 
are silk mills in other sections notably the An- 
thracite, Egypt, Pa., which wanted to go out on 
strike long ago, but McDonald, the AF. of L. 
faker, tal@ the delegation that went to Allen- 
town for help, to go home. 


The Allentown workers are beginning to under- 
stand what treachery of the A. F. of L. means. 
When the second delegation came to Yaterson, 
they went to the Associated Silk Workers, who 
told them they could do nothing for them. When 
they went with the Paterson delegation of the 
General Strike Committee to the membership 
meeting of the Associated on July 17 and to the 
U.T.W., and were refused admittance, they 
learned another lesson that all the workers must 


learn: not only the A. F. of L., the Associated,, 


the U.T.W., but the socialists and Musteites want 
nothing to do with the struggle to improve the 
conditions of the workers. Only the fighting 
united front led by the unions of the Trade 
Union Unity League, like the National Textile 
Workers Union, which unites the organized and 
unorganized workers on a platform of demands 
and a program of struggle—only such a united 
front can lead the workers, defeat the bosses and 
their agents, and win a victory. 

The Allentown workers must learn the lessons 
of their experiences: the UTW leaders are mis- 
leaders. They sell out the workers openly, or let 
them wear themselves out and get discouraged, 
so that they can then send them back to work on 
the same or worse terms. Only those are real 
leaders, who really lead the workers on the pick- 
et lines, on the battlefield, giving advice and 
counse! and direction. 

The Allentown workers must learn the most 
important lesson of all and that is that they 
must have the strike in THEIR OWN HANDS. 
A leader who balks their decisions, who d6e8 hot 
want to unite the struggle of the workers, who 
wishes to prevent the United Struggle of Alien- 
town, Paterson, Central Falls, Pawtucket and 
Putnam, who does nothing for Egypt, and does 
not try to extend the struggle to other silk cen- 
ters, is carrying out the general policy of the 
leaders of the A. F. of L. This policy is to let the 
workers be beater in single sections, instead of 
building up a broad struggle that will.lead to 
victory. 

This policy of the A. F. L. leaders is in the in- 
terest of the bosses, who have their chambers of 
commerce, and manufacturers’ associations, they 
have the support of Wall Street, and the gov- 
ernment. Governor Pinchot, who is trying to 
break the miners strike, with the aid of the 
United Mine Workers, the coal and tron police 
and state troopers, isqfinding that the miners 
will NOT accept his intermediation. Pinchot has 
also tried to break the Allentown strike, with the 
aid of the UTW officialdom. But his has not 
succeeded. 


Allentown workers: Your UTW leaders are 
misleaders, working in the interests of the siik 
manufacturers.

Certainly there can be no reason for the work- 
ers and farmers of this country t osupport such 
a rotten system in which exist conditions such 
as are admitted by one of the leading republican 
politicians, the former secretary of the republi- 
can. state committee in Kansas, Mr. Steigler, 


who is quoted by the capitalist press as saying | 


that conditions of the Kansas farmers are such 
that “Many farmers will not harvest their wheat, 
others are dumping it on their fields to rot.” 


Just think of it, when over ten million unem- 
ployed workers and their families are suffering 
hunger, the ‘obbers and speculators who are 
protected by this capitalist system, have put the 
farmers into such a position that they are com- 
pelled to leave their wheat to rot on the field! 


In this situation, Hoover's Federal Farm Board 
which was established to protect the bankers 
when wheat was selling for 73 cents a bushel, 
refuses any aid for the poor farmers. On the 
contrary, it decidzd to “dump” on the market 
200,000,000 bushels of wheat and 1,300,009 bales 
of cotton, to help the speculators and to ruin 
millions of poor and tenant farmers. 


The conditions of the poor farmers in other 
flelds are no better than those of the wheat far- 
mers. Everywhere they are in the same con- 
dition of starvation. And still the capitalist 
government not only refuses to give them even 
the smalest aid; in addition, it piles up 
taxes upon the poor fafming population, making 
them pay for its huge war preparations and .on 
top of that, it gives its services through the 
sheriffs and the courts for the bankers and rich 
landlords to collect their debts from the poor 
farmers, tenants and croppers. 


The white farmer and tenant is no better off 
economically thansthe Negro farmer or tenant, 
although the white farmer has seemingly more 
political rights, whereas the Negro farmer and 
tenant have been denied practically all political 
rights. 


In the face of these conditions the toiling farm- 
ers, both white and Negro, must organize them- 
selves to fight, not only for their immediate 
economic démands—against taxation of poor 
farmers, against foreclosures, against evictions, 
for the cancellation of debts, for the .abolition 
of ground rent and confiscation of land .of big 
landlords, but by making these immediate de- 
mands ralying points for the millions of toiling 
farmers for the struggle against capitalist war 
peraprations against the Soviet Union and for 
the revolutionary struggle against the capitalist 
system and for the establishment of a workers’ 
and farmers’ government.

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A War for Bread 
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By JIM ALLEN 


HE armed struggle now raging in Tallapoosa 

County, Alabama—in the heart of the Black 
Belt—between Negro croppers, tenants and poor 
farmers and armed posses of députiés and white 
landords is a desperate struggle against starva- 
tion and feudal tyranny. 

Led by the Croppers Union, the Negro toilers, 
supported by the poor whites in the section, are 
defending theméelves with breech-loader and 
shotgun against a raging, terroristic band of 600 
white landlords, deputies and business men mo- 
bilized from Tallapoosa and Lee Counties and 
armed with machine guns and rifles. 

While’ only one Negro share-croppes—Ralph 
Gray—is definitely krfiown to have been killed 
and six others wounded, while defending Gray 
in his cabin against a posse of deputies who had 
mortally wounded him in an encounter om the 
road, scores of other croppers lie wounded in re- 
treats in the backwoods. Of the thirty-two Ne- 
gro toilers thrown into the Dadeville jail four of 
those wounded have “disappeared.” According to 
Police Chief Wilson they have gone “cutting 
stove wood”—with a lynch mob accompanying 
them. The lynch mob is on the rampage—ter- 
rorizing and burning. The Mary Church, in 
which the Negro toilers held a Scottsboro protest 
meeting last Wednesday night, was burnt to the 
ground in broad daylight and the torch has 
been applied to a number of cropper’s cabins, 
with the deputies reporting that they did “not 
know whether they were occupiec or not.” 

The croppers are putting up a s..‘f fight for 
their lives. Sheriff J. K. Young wes critically 
wounded and two other officers were wounded in 
a gun battle when the Negroes were defending 
themselves and the mortally wounded Gray from 
the lynch mob. Three croppers and three Negro 
women, who were wounded in this battle, were 
thrown into jail together with the others. An 
armed lynch mob is surrounding the jail sup- 
posedly to prevent a jail break and repel) a ru- 
mored attack by the croppers, but—more likely— 
to carry through a wholesale massacre of the 
prisoners. The lynch mob is scouring the coun- 
try in search for the organizer of the Croppers 
Union and others of its leaders, using blood- 
hounds and they are armed to the teeth. The 
Negro huts throughout the area are deserted. 


The skirmishes started Wednesday night when 
deputies attempted ‘to break up a mass meeting 
called by the Croppers Union to protest the 
Scottsboro legal lynching and draw up demands 
for food from the landowners. Despite the land- 
lord’s terror another meeting was held at Dades- 
ville, county seat, on Thursday night, with over 
500 croppers attending. 


The southern newspapers are playing up the 
struggle as a séruggle between the .Negroes and 
whites. The Birmingham Age-Herald has a 
scream headlime “Armed Negro Red Threat 
Heard.” Saturday morning’s Chattanooga Times, 
under the headline “Alabama Posse Moving To- 
ward Red Gathering” reports that an army of 
600 white mobsmen are moving on another meet- 
ing of 500 Negro croppers to “settle the racial] 
difficulty.” 


The struggle of the Negro croppers is for bread: 


and against dea.) from starvation. On July ist 
all the food allowances granted the croppers by 
the landowners were cut out. The only means of 
sustenance for the croppers and tenants was the 
meagre allowance of fatback, corn and flour— 
ranging from one dollar’s to two dollars’ worth 
a week for an entire family—advanced by the 
landowners. By July 1 the crops had been “put 
by”"—planted and plowed—and by cutting off 


the allowances the landlords served notice on, 


the croppers—Negro and white a that now 
they had the choice of starving on the land 
while the crops they put by were maturing, or 
starving elsewhere. It was en effort by the land- 
owners to drive the croppers off the land and 
take their entire crops when harvesting time 
came. Then they could employ day labor at 50 
and 25 cents a day. The croppers nowhere 
to turn for food. They haven't got /@ red cent. 
The Croppers Union. which first n organ- 
izing here about two months ago. rapidly grew 
to take in croppers from practically every farm 
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and plantation in Tallapoosa County and some 
in Lee County. Their prime demands are the con- 
tiruation of the allowances until harvest and 
settlement at that time with the landowner. 

The meetinzs broken up by the deputies and the 
landowners were probably mobilizgtion meetings 
for mass demonstrations at the County seat for 
relief and for the continuatio: of the allowances. 
This cry for bread is being met with an army of 
terror. 

Following the cutting off of the allowances the 
landlords offered some of the croppers the alter- 
native of working on their truck patches at 50 
and 25 cents a day, or at the saw mills at $1 a 
day. They put many of “their” croppers to work 
on the county roads and in the whiteman’s ceme- 
tery to pay off the landlord’s road and school 
taxes wih are $5 each. 

A whi.> worker from Camp Hill writes the fol- 
lowing t: the SOUTHERN WORKER, just a day 
before ine fighting began: “The white bosses 
of this place has got a gang of Negro boys and 
men wcrking in the white boss cemetery to pay 
their taxes. They don't have anything to eat 
and have three bosses over them seeing that 
they don’t get any rest until 12:30. Then they 
only give them 30 minutes to try to find some- 
thing to eat. By a white worker who is looking 
after the condition of the work class because 
he knows he will soon be treated the same way. 
We workers must get together.” 

Another white tenant farmer from Camp Hill, 
who together with his family of five lives on $1 
a week which his daughter makes cooking out, 
writes at the same time: “Wake up Croppers 
Union, let us get together.” 

~ While in this section there are but few white 
croppers and poor farmers, they seem to be tak- 
ing sides with the Negro croppers. They may yet 
be heard from at any time, giving their cctive 
support to the struggle of the Negro toilers for 
their lives. 


The Scottsboro legal lynching plays a promi- 
nent part in the struggle. The fight of these 
croppers of Tallapoosa for food becomes imme- 
diately a fight against the whole system of na- 
tional oppression against the Negroes in the 


tion to which they are subjected. The fight for 
food had broadened out almost automatically 
into a struggle against white ruling class 
tyranny 


This struggle is but the beginning. Similar 
conditions prevail throughout the Black Belt, 
where between seven and eight million Negro 
croppers, tenants and poor farmers form the ma- 
jority of the population. The meagre advances 
are being cut off, wages for day labor have fallen 
as low as 15 cents @ day in some sections of 
South Carolina. The misery of the mass starva- 
tion on the farmlands is bringing things to a 
breaking point. Bigger and bloodier struggles 
are predicted before the stummer is over. For 
these courageous croppérs ‘struggling against 
starvation and tyranny there must be the broad- 
est possible support from the masses of Negro 
and white workers throughout the country. The 
Tallapoosa croppers have made “Scottsboro” 
the rallying point for a deeper and more basic 
struggle against the domination of the white
